When var was declared 
the Govemmcnt opened up on recruit- 
ing station at Lexington, with 
branches tootaed in miow parta of 
the atate. It baoamo a taMeaa from 
the atart and waa lafiir removed to 
i/)uiBVille. 

Sub-stations have been opened in 
Lexington, Ashland, ('ovington 
Owensboro and Paducah. At these 
Bub-Btations men are given a prelim 
inary examination and then sent on to 
tho main station at LoulaviUe. Trans 
portatiott and meals are furnished by 
the Qovemment and it the applicant 
docs not pass he 13 sent back to his 
home without cost. 

Many of the Kentucky boys who en- 
listed since last April are now serv- 
ing on torpedo boat deatroyera in the 
war sone. They are helping rid the 
aea of the German lubmarlne menace 
and at the same time taking part in 
a game more thrilling than nny 
charge "over the top". Kentucky 
started the New Year by sending 100 
men to the nnvy the first week. 

HOSPITAL SHIP 8inn BT HDNA 
London, January 9--Anothef Brit-

The admiralty formally announceil 
today's loss, through torpedoing on 
(Vlday night at midnight of the hos- 
pital ship Rewa. 

The ahip waa aunk in Briatol chan- 
nel, en route from Gibraltar. Three 
of her crew wore said to be missing. 
The wounded aboard wore transfer- 
red to patrol boats.

Huntington. W. Va„ January 9— 
Fireman (' K I'alleiHoii. of Iroiilon, 
Ohio, wuH killed, and Kugliicer Karl 
Levi, of Ashland, fatally Injured, 
When a Cbeaapoake ft Ohio freight 
train oraahed ' through a derail at 
Scott, W. Va., about thirty-three 
miles east of Huntington, at three 
o'clock yesterday nioniiiig lOnglnecr 
Levi died in the railway hospital at 
Huntington at eleven o'clock yester- 
day morning. He had been terribly 
scalded. Brakeman G. W. Chrlatin, ot 
Ruaaell, who was also on tho engine, 
was seriously though probably not fa 
tally burned. 

The freight train, wcslbouud, ran 
Into a passing siding near Scott de- 
pot, at ordinary main lino speed, ac- 
cording reports of the accident avail- 
able at tho general offices here. At 
tho west end of the passing track was 
a derail, intctided to prevent trains 
from running back onto the main line 
before the passing connection is 
made. Signala are used to give warn- 
ing of the location of the derail. When 
the engine hit the derail, it turned 
over, and four cars ne.\t to the en- 
gine were derailed. Tlic main line 
was cleared about seven o'clock yes- 
terday morning.

An official denial Jias come from Germany to Alsace that the Qer- 
mans forced all the girls under 17 who were curried away from their 
homes last year to work for the Germany army. The statement eami- 
from the German unaer-socrctary of war. He says only half of the 
gkls carried oflf have been forced to work, and only 8Vi per cent of 
them arc'under 17. He promises that all those under 17 will be re 
leased, and (liat tlio.se "actively employed in work will be given the 
benefits of moral and religious supervision." 

This is reassuring. We have been wrong to impute all this ex- 
treme cruelty and injustice to the Germans. They have not been 
forcing all those little gu-ls to work. They have been only half as 
cruel and unjust as we thought. They have only made iialf ol' them 
work by forlie. 

(One wonders about tlic othor half. Are they woikiii<r volun- 
' •rily, or are they engaged in an occupation wliich Germans do not 
ditniify by the name of Jabor but Which decent people regard as muc:. 
worse?) 

Anyhow, nt^s at least reassuring that the Germans have be 
brought to the point whoro llicy 

promises instead of openly gloating over their acts. And if the Als; 
tian deputy in the Reichstag succeeds in getting only two or tlire 
little girls out of Hun clothes he will have accomplished a good de:^ 
tor humanity.

'H6 'wants to save whf 
he can while tlio saving's good. So lio makes concessions whicli, i 
the light of his former arrogant demands, appear comparatively li' 
eral. He gives his cabinet aftd his Reichstag a little more anthorit 
lie pats the German people on llio back a little more unctuously. 1' 
suggests less intolerable terms for a peace settlement. He snorts 
little less flame and smoke. 

But liis utmost concessions, however heralded hy German ed 
tors as proof of the democratization of the German government, a; 
uneonvineing. To intelligent outsideni they arc not proofs f repd 
tanco. They are not yet liberal enough; and if they were, there 
nothing to indicate that the Allies can afford to tjust them. As ye; 
0^- ry proffer is too egnivocal, and has too many strings tied to it.

OBKMAN CONTROL OF CHILEAN 
PAPEIt TRADEL 

Oermany'a prewar control of Chile's 
paper trade la deaorlbed in detail in a 

report by Special Agent Robert .s 
Barrett, who has just flnished an in- 
vestigation of South American paper 
markets for the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domeatic Commerce, Department 
of Commerce. 

In 1918, Germany aold Chile 55 per 
cent of its total Imports of paper, 
England 14 per cent, the United 
States 13 per cent, France per tent, 
and Belgium and Spain each 4 per 
cent. Probably not more than half of 
the paper credited to Oermany was 
mannfketnred in that eoontry, but the 
organization for world-wide export 
and the large buying ower of the 
Hamburg wholesale aper merchants 
enabled them to quote lower prices 
than their competitors. 

Since the war atarted the United 
States haa greatly tnereaaed ita share 
of the trade, and Special Agent Bar 
rett believes that if this new business 
la handled carefully, with an eye 
the future, much of It can h made 
permanent. It will take many years 
for flrma to live down bad impres- 
sions made at thta time.
